H ew to Do Things 


Soap and water rubbed on zinc only 
make a bad matter worse. 
First wipe 
off the zinc with a dry cloth. 
Next 
rub with kerosene. 
Let that stay a 
few hours. 
Go over it then with a 
cloth wet will) kerosene, and polish 
with a dry cloth. 
Scorns natural to leave tile wet um­ 
brella wide open till it dries. 
It isn’t 
the best way. though. 
First tiling you 
know tho covering will be stretched all 
out o f shape. 
Shut it and stand it up, 
knob down, till the water runs off and 
it dries out. 
In making a custard of any sort the 
whites of the eggs are not necessary. 
Use tho yolks to thicken tile milk, in 
the proportion of one yolk to a cupful 
of milk. 
The whites of tile eggs may 
then ho used as a meringue for the tot 
of tin* custard. 
A I>it of lemon dlp|K*d into table salt 
and rubbed on stained ivory handle* 
will take out tho yellow look. 
Linoleum will wear longer and look 
much nicer if gone over with a cont of 
floor varnish or linseed oil once or 
twice a year.

Judging Iv the accept ♦Kl design for 
our new bottle cruisers, the construction 
of a division of six of which was au­ 
thorized last summer, it will bo agreed 
that without exaggeration these stu­ 
pendous warships in their combination 
of size, Mx'cd and power must be con­ 
sidered to be flu* most novel and sensa­ 
tional (if we may use the word) ship* 
designed for any navy Minx* the day of 
tIm* British dreadnought, says the Sci­ 
entific American. They have the length 
of tin* largest transatlantic liners, the 
speed of the fastest destroyers aud the 
gun power of a modern battleship. 


Big as Largest Liners. 
The new battle cruisers are SHO feet 
between |K*riK*ndiculars and .STJ feet 
over uli. Their beaut is ninety-one feet 
ulid their draft L more Uuiu thirty 
feet. 
Now, SSO feet between perpen­ 
diculars I* just loo feel greater t hts ii 
the length between lier (tend iou la ra of 
Hie fatuous Lusitania, aud if we re­ 
member lightly it is exactly equal to 
the length between pel |iendiculars of 
tin* Hamburg-Amerjean liner liui**ra 
tor.

The new ships because of their great 
size will naturally parry u large com­ 
plement, grouter Indeed limn that of 
any ship afloat. The total utimber, In­ 
cluding olio cr* aud men. will be 1,274. 
Mo far as appearances go it must la* 
admitted that those stupendous ships 
will be exceedingly handsome. 
Al­ 
though their freeboard is ample for all 
conditions except perhaps that t»f chas­ 
ing the enemy at tub speed in a bead 
sea. they vie not tower ubove the water 
to anything like the height of modem 
transatlantic liners like the Aquituniu 
und imperator. aud hence they will 
look even longer than their great length. 
Their appearance will seem to Justify 
the enormous speed for ships of this size 
of 
knots. Thirty-Ave kuots is more 
titan forty land miles an hour. 
The possession of a division of six of 
the^e ships, assisted by the two divi­ 
sions of ‘ .oho ton thirty ti vc knot scouts 
to bt* built, should render our fleet 
supreme in the field of scouting for in­ 
fo. mutton.
